Work was completed this week on the installation of a 
completely air-conditioned storage room for lemons at the 
plant of the Upland Cooperative Groves. 

The installation includes a refrigerating plant and is fully 
equipped to automatically maintain the temperature and 
humidity conditions required to successfully store lemons 
and prevent shrinkage and decay. 


This plant was installed by Herbert A. Hamm of Pasadena, 
who has been actively engaged in engineering work for 
the citrus industry for the past 24 years. 
This type of plant was designed for the citrus industry 
and differs from other lemon storage plants in many fun- 
damental points. Other types of plants are a modfication 
of conventional air-conditioning systems designed for 
comfort cooling, while the “Hamm” system was designed 
to meet the needs of the industry and provide an econom- 
ical method of producing the temperature and humidity 
required. 
Much of the work is accomplished by the operation of the 
laws of gravity with a consequent saving in power costs 
which means a lower cost to the growers for this service. 
The growers of the Upland Cooperative Groves are to be 
congratulated for having an alert and progressive man- 
agement which is satisfied with only the most economical 
equipment that ean be obtained. 
The refrigerating equipment was furnished by the Gay 
Engineering Corporation of Los Angeles, California. This 
consists of a 5-ton Viller compressor unit. 
Materials for the insulation work were secured from the 
E. K. Wood Lumber Company of Upland, Calitornia. 
The electrical work was installed by the Colborn Electric 
Company of Upland. 
The interior of the building has been painted, this work 
being done by Wilson Brothers of Whittier, who are spec- 
ialists in painting for industrial purposes. 
Concrete work and plastering was done by W. C. Cline of 
Upland, California.
